It was originally 
injtonded,v;,we believe, to be a clock 
four hundred feet long, square at the 
aeft end, but it was thought weil togivo 
it greater length, and aiiothe.'r thirty 
feot were added, giving the outer «iul a 
roundod form. Such a siz«d dock would 
admit the largest niarcliaut vshcIh that 
have "ever visited Yancouvof Island, 
aiid incjaed any of He.r ilajesty s ship.s 
that havei:been in the Pacilic, but not 
<siioh vesael.s as aro likely in ■ tlu; jtf-sr 
fiiturs to anchor in those wator.s. If a 
British Mail sorvice for tiio racitic 
and ihe East is to, he organized with its 
Araorieon terminus at Vjiiicouver, the 
ships used will be firsfc-olass steamships.

\ lAnd it,ifiiii«trnot- be forgotten that 
although the laf^e'Eroopshipi-'of Eng- 
land have nevor been in tlio Pacilic it 
is impoaaible to .say how .soon tho Ser- 
apia, the Jumna or oLhers Rtill larger 
may bo uiichoi'in;,' in Coal Iltirbor or 
EDgiiah I5ay. Eui'ci|jt;aii coLViplicatiotis 
mky close' the ^usz Gunal v^hen Eng 
lish tk-pops aye wante^ iri India or 
China, and if they ^ra sent via Cana- 
dqj the mammoth troopships will he 
sent round to meet them, or mercliant 
steamers of the largest ■ai;io be charter- 
ed for the purpose. To leave these 
ships out of all ^aloulation is not indi- 
cative of .that foretliought which should 
chnracteriz8 a atatpsinan guiding in so 
large a nioasure as Sir Hector dof.s, 
tho progress of a young but amliiti(uia 
nation. Sir Reptcr v/ill reuTGniber the 
not vef'y bvilliant unstaku — unless the 
brilliancy o.f a mistake consists in its 
st^pidity — th'ut was made in regulating 
the depth of the Wnlland Qanal,.iiecep- 
sitctting its.

^ THE VALLEY OF ME HAT. 

Ouloiiul Stewart, of the Itidian army, 
read beforu the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety a paper on the Valley of Herat and 
the Peraiau border of Afghanistan. The 
Afgh'auiat;\ii bordur haa boon ao much the 
subject cif discusaion, und cuinu ao very 
near involving two grout empiroa in war, 
thiit any information in regard to it will 
be read with interest. According to 
Uolonel Stewart's, account, the region 
which la now the boundary between 
Northwestern Afghanistan and Russia is 
far from inviting. It is extremely hot in 
summer and cold in winter, and is with- 
out water supply, except where it is ob- 
'tained by boring or excavation. Without 
irrigation, the laud is an absolute waste. 
It .^aa . traversed by a Russian officer in 
1861, and twenty yeiars later it wna again 
crossed by Cel. Stewart. During the 
journay an antelope and two kids were 
the only living creatures seen. The heat 
in crossiug the desert experienced by 
Ool.- Stewart was well-nigh suGbcuting, 
and thoy were met by tempeatuous siroc- 
cos, vjhich covered them with duat and 
sand, and they were on the point of 

■ perishiny for the want of water, when 
they discovered ii little in the for-th^ 
most' part-dry hwd of a torrent. Col. 
Stewart gave an interesting historical 
sketch of Zuzan, of the invasion of 
Genghis Ivhau and the travels of Marco 
Polo. He'gave an. inlereatint; account of 
the remarkabU fertility of the Valley of 
Herat, which fully oonlirnis the gluwing 
deacnptious of Prof. Vambery. Accord- 
ing to Ool. Stewart's account this valley 
ia 120 miles in length, i>nd retains all the 
luxuriance aiBcribed to it, but the inhab- 
itants of tl^'-'ataca have dwindled from 
100,000 to 12,000, and this has been 
mainly duo to inisgovernmen't. Colonel 
Stewart says that the state that desires to 
be in a position loiexerciso a eomraundmg 
inSuence in the affairs of "Afghanistan 
and of Persia must secure a hold upon 
the Valley of Herat by means of a rail- 
way. Ho favors the extension of the 
Quits line of railway to Herat, and main- 
tains that there lire no aorioua physical 
obstacles in the way, and that unlimited 
'quantities of petroleum could bo secured 
for fuel. He admits the possibility that 
Afghan jealousy may interfere, but he 
thinks that this has hitherto been greatly 
overstated; that Afghan jealousy has been 
in a largo degree neutralized by the treat- 
ment of Russian agiireasion, and that thu 
Afghan noniada will gradually come to 
favor a closer alliance as thoy see that 
England does not covet their territory. 
In Col. Stewart's eatiroiition the obsti- 
naoy uf the Afghans will . prove less 
formidable than that of the *Khan8 of 
Bochara and Samarcand whom Russia has 
to contend with . Hitherto many of the 
English have opposed railway extension 
through Afghanistan. Afghanialiin is 
threatened by the contiguity of Russia. 
If English railways are not exteuded into 
that country from Ipdia, Rii8sian railways 
will be extended from the borSers of the 
Caspian. Oui. Stewart is fully convinced 
that the sovereignty of England in India 
would be greatly strengthened by railway 
extension to Herat. The subject of Col. 
Stewart's paper was discussed by Sir 
Henry Rawliagson, Sir F. Qoldachinidt, 
Sir George Camiibell and other gentle- 
men who are more than ordinarily con- 

. versant with .lDcliaii7{.ai^dti.Central Asian 
politics. 

TEE EMfLlSH BAY LANDS SALE. 

The sale. of government lauds at English 
bay yesterday wuh very successful, 
excellent prices being obtair,od. Thornault 
shows the little -valuo that attaches to the 
puny and patriotio eiforts: of our evening 
oontempoTory to ensure a failure. The 
publication of tlio official correspoudeuco on 
Sunday' morning completely knocked tlio 
opposition organ oil' its pius. It grasps at 
straws, however, iind endeavors to pluck 
froti^ the nettle of defeat the flower of vic- 
tory.

The Drydock--- 1 1 s E n la i'g:c:ii cut 
. IVciiessary. 

To ran Editob: — In company with 
a few fnpnds recently I paid a visit to the 
new graving dock in course of construction 
at Esquimau, aud indeed I was agreeably 
surprised at the progress made by the pres- 
ent "contractors who have tho work in hand. 
They have everything around tho works so 
admirably arranged that the great ponder- 
ous blocks of atoue, weighing many tons, 
are laid in position by the steam derricks 
•with the gre.itest of ease. 

About tho Olid of the present month there 
will be about three hundred feet of the dock 
finished, and I must say that that portion 
already completed lefledts .the greatest 
eredit on all concsrned^-tbe'i goTernnient, 
the enginoers &adt^e'.>}pjQtractors. I regret 
to say, howeyerf^Uta^t^Ii-fear the dock, if 
finished in nccordance'with the plans as at 
present furnished, wll not fulfill the expec- 
tations of our people, as it will be altogeth- 
er too short, und therefore iiiudequate to 
accommodate the larger class of vessels 
which, after the opening of the Cnnadiau 
Pacilic railwQj', are eertaiu to tlud profitablo 
employment ou our waters. 

The minister of public works, under 
whose supervision the dock is being cou- 
atructed, last summer, with commendable 
foresight and with a very slight additional 
eost, changed the head of the dock to circu- 
lar form, thus adding about fifty foot to its 
length; yet thia is entirely too short to 
meet tho requirements of our shipping 
interests, as the bent of nnval architects at 
present is to increase tho capacity of ships 
by length of keol rather than breadth of 
beam. 

Our people and their reproscntativeii 
should BOB to'it, ere it is. too late, that 
<thia dpok sliali be bliilt with a view to ac- 
.oomniodate vessels of the present time, 
ifAther than those of tifty or a hundred 
yean ago, Ho'ai' is it possible fur a dock 
ifour hundred and thirty feet long to re- 



ceive such merchant steamers as the City 
of Rome, Etruria and Polynesian, which 
are six hundred, 6ve hundred and twenty, 
and four hundred and aoventy feetj ce- 
speotivoly. , 

There are many vesEels and troop ships 
in the British navy which the EsquimaU, 
dock, if finished in accordance with pres- 
ent instructions, will not be able to accom- 
modate, notably, the Sorapis, the Jumna, 
and many othtrs still larger. It is, there 
fore, clearly the duty of the local govern- 
ment and our represeniativea in the Do- 
minion parliament to make such represen- 
tations to the Hon. the Minister of Public 
Works, as will insure tho dock, when fin- 
ished, being of sucli dimensions as will ac- 
commodate the ships likely to resort to 
our ports. The people of this locality are 
deeply interested in the success of this en- 
terprise, and therefore should make every 
eflTort possible to have a dock of proper 
dimensions.

used while such .work ia going on. 

I fear, Mr. Editor, I have already tres- 
passed too far on your valuable spiiee, but 
I am anxious to avoid a repetitioii/)f the 
blunder committed on the Wellaod caiml, 
and if my humble etfort should bo suc- 
cessful ill arouaiiii; our Dominion repre- 
sentatives to a sense of their duly in the 
premises, I shall - feel my labor has not 
been entirely in vain. \J. G, U.

Slie UuiiK on a ICock but Floats 
Without Oauiagc. 

On Saturday afternoon, on tho arrival 
of the Amelia, Capt. McCullooh reported 
tu Capt. Urquhart that the tug Pilot was 
acting strangely in the neighborhood of 
Zero rock, and thought she- reipiired aa- 
sistanco. Steam was got up on the Al- 
exander and she proceeded to the apot at 
5:30, where she found the Pilot on 
outlying reaf a mile north of Zero rock. 
The Pilot was proceeding from Cheniainus 
to Victoria, with Mate McLean at the 
wheel, who saw the reef ahead, and re- 
versed the engines. At this inunient Oapt. 
Douglas camu into the house, and think- 
ing to clear tho kelp he rang the engines 
full ahead, a'nd the Pilot ran up on^ho 
rock. This was at 2:30 p. m. -ji'i" 

Six of the crow loft the vessel in tho 
life-boat, aa it was thought that she would 
break up. They landed at Cedar Hill, 
Cormorant bay, at six o'clock, after a 
dangerous passage, the sea running high 
and half tilling the boat with ice water. 
They wore half frozen in their attempt to 
gat to shore. 

Oa the arrival of the Alexander the sea 
was very rough and it was almost impos- 
sible to reach the stranded tug, on which 
the captain, mate and two engineers re- 
mained. She lay by her until 11:30, high 
tide, when tho tug iloated off the rock 
and wui taken in tow by the Alexander 
and brought to Yictoria. Though the 
seu handled her roughly while on the 
rocks, there in no leak or other apparent 
damage sustained by the Pilot, which 
speaks well for her staunch construction. 
However, she will bo beached and an ex- 
amination made. 

Oapt. Douglas and M:ite McLean, who 
were in .charge at the time of the accident 
have lost'.rtheir poaitioua through the 
unfortunate ocourrenoe.

^VJIi report: to His Ooveriinient 
oil Trade Prospects with 
Canada. 

Mr. S. K. Takahaahi, Japanese coiiaul 
to New York, accompinied by his lady, 
arrived in Viotoria<itye8terday, and are 
registered at the' Driard. ' To a reporter 
of The ColonUt Mr Takahaahi atated that 
hia trip waa partly busineaa and partly 
pleaaura. He waa on hia way to Japan, 
after an abaence of four years, and is the 
firat Japaneae who has traveled over the 
Northern Pacific railway, and expreaaea 
himself us delighted with the scenery 
through the mountains and the beauties 
of the Sound, winch remind him of his 
native country. It waa his intention to 
have come over tho Oaiiadian Pacific 
route, so aa tu report: upon it to his gov- 
ornment, but of course it waa closed. 
While here ha will ascertain the probable 
trade likely to spring up between Japan 
and Canada in the aponing of the railway 
and lhi> placing of a line of steamers. If 
the latter is done hia government would 
favor it in their bu.sineas transactions 
with England and tho east. Should 
freight rates prove low enough Japan 
teas would be aeiit thia way. He waa 
aurpriaod that J.tpan ta« auld inNew 
York at o5 cents was 50 cents in Port- 
land, Or., when the latter place was so 
much nearer Japan, ai.d thought that teas 
would soon he supplied from thia end of 
the continent. 

Years ago in Japan, he had heard of tho 
magnificent spara and Hue timber that 
CBine tp^Japyii frora' Ame^^^ did not 

know from whalt' po'rtibri; ."'He'rwaa ploaa- 
antly aurprised tt. know that it waa from 
British Cvdumbia, and thought an increaa- 
ad trade ivould aoon result, 
. Mr.' Takahaahi spoke of the advantoge 
the Canadian Pacific railway .would be to 
England in case of an eastern war, by the 
faoiiitiea afforded for the qtiick tranaport 
of troops, and thought if trade were cul- 
tivated with .lapan by the placing on of 
■teainors in connection with the railway 
that much pro'aperiiy would coma to this 
province from it. 

Mr. Takahaahi, aetSntenn yaara ago, at 
hia own ext^enso, went to Philadelphia 
and received an Giiglish education. Re- 
turning to Japan he waa appointed col- 
lector of cuetonu ut Tokio, then governor 
of the iliiirict, and after other promotiona 
was made Japanese consul at New York. 
He speaks with great pleasure of the ad- 
vanuo made by his nation aince the open- 
ing of ita ports to the commerce of the 
wijrld. Tha government of Japafl, he 
thiuka, ia a wiae and good one, and their 
emperor a bravo and clever aian. He 
will leav* for Japai), on Friday by tho 
Queen of the Pacific, going via San Fran- 
cisco.

THE IDAHO'S OPIUM. 

Seizure of 3,300 Pounds by 
Collector Bcccherin Alaska. 



Capt. Hicks, who piloted the U. S. 
revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott to Alaska 
in bar aearch fur tha Idaho'a opium, ar- 
rived home yeaterday, the cutter having 
raached Port Townjend oarly in the 
morning. After leaving Nanuitno the 
Wolcott ateored straight for Carter bay, 
Prince of Wales Iiland, whore Capt. 
Carroll has a cannery. The Wolcott beat 
the Idaho on tho up-trip aud lay ia a 
cove with her lighta out when the latter 
ataamer paaaed up. A aearch of the 
atorehouse brought to ligh^. 3,300 puunda 
of pure opium, stored in fourteen oil 
rrels. The opium is said to ba worth 
per pound in American territory, 
which would make the value of the 
leizure $52,800, a handsome "divy" for 
the customs officials of Port Townaend 
aud the U. S. government. 

Tho securing of tho opium ia a feather 
in Collector Beeoher's cap. The c»uaa» 
that lad up to a knowledge of tho jiWwi 
operandi of tho smugglers aro not known, 
but It is thought Collector Beeohor, while 
commander of tho stcamerEvnugel, running 
to this port, became acquainted with the 
various smuggling operations that -«-cre be- 
ing carried on, and whou ho assumed oflico 
ho was in a position to go to tho right 
quarter for results. Others assort that 
Cum Yow, in revenge for his prosocution 
and conviction, gave the information to tho 
enstoms authorities. Tho discovery of the 
opium in Captain Carroll's oauuory will 
plaow that gentleman in a rather unfavor- 
able light before the American public and 
hia emjllbyora, for such extensive smuggling 
opcraticug could not have occurred without 
his knowledge. The. steamer he commands 
will nb'dodbtbe again seized on her arrival 
at Port' Townsend. 



Rev. Dr. Annear, a noted African mis-

Ha 
deacribed the difficulty of landing on the 
bold ahore from voisela in canoes, the re- 
aourcas, climate, etc., of that interesting 
land. Thia evening the doctor will lec- 
ture at the First Presbyterian church on 
the customs, habits, auperstitiona, a'r. ^ 
of tho blacks. The lectdre will begin at 
7.30 o'clock.
